Agalnat Alt Proposed Amendments 


to Interstate Commerce Law— Hsld 


Up Panic Bogie. 


Washington. Jan. 4.—Six 
railroad 
presidents learned that William H. 
Taft is president of the United States 
wh« n they pleaded and argued with 
him against any change in the inter- j 
state commerce laws by congress. 
It is understood that they sought to 
convince the president 
that further 
legislation at this time would upset 
connu ions in the railway and indus­ 
trial world w'hleh generally had been 
righting themselves in the last two 
years 
At the close of the conference the 
railway men left the 
White House 
looking decidedly glum. They absolute­ 
ly refused to say anything about the 
conference. President Taft merely an 
nounced verbally that h" would send 
his message on the proposed r e p in s 
in the interstate commerce act and the 
Sherman anti trust law to congress In 
accordance with his prearranged plan. 
This announcement is taken to mean 
that the president has “stood pat” on 
his program, which Includes recom­ 
mendations for legislation that will 
provide for physical valuations of the 
railway property of the country, will 
prohibit railroads from owning or ac­ 
quiring stock In BDV competing line, 
and which will g4ve 
the 
interstate 
commerce commission power to super­ 
vise future Issues of stocks and bond* 
and all other obligations of common 
carriers. The last named provision is 
intended to prevent stock watering 
and stock Juggling. 
The six railroad presidents who at­ 
tended the conference represent the 
most powerful financial Interests In 
the United States. Thev were Messrs. 
McCrea, of the Pennsylvania, Baer, of 
the Reading; l/ovett. of the Union Pa 
rifle and the Southern Pacific and 
other Harriman interests; Mellen, of 
the New York, New Haven A Hart 
ford; Brown, of the New York Central, 
and Finley, of the Southern. 
Attorney General W ickerham was 
present with Mr T aft 


Listened But Said Little. 
The discussion on the part of the 
railroad men was general The presl 
dent did not commit himself in any 
way In fact. it was said that he made 
but very few remarks during the In 
terview. At tho conclusion of the con 
feronce the president told his visitors 
that he would give their statements 
due 
consideration 
in 
anything 
he 
might do affecting the railroad Inter­ 
ests 
Attorney General W ickerham was 
the first to leave the conference. 
He 
started 
out of the executive offices 
with the speed of a skyrocket decln*- 
Ing that he could say nothing, abso­ 
lutely nothing 
The railroad 
presidents were ai 
most equally uncommunicative 
Mr. 
Brown, of the New York Centra! said: 
"We came to offer a protest against 
the proposed amendment* to the in 
terstate commerce law and we receiv 
ed a respectful hearing" 
Mr. Finley, of the Son!bern railway, 
added that the protest was a general 
one against proposed railroad legtela 
Hon at this time. 
Further than this 
the railroad men would say nothing 
They declared that they had asked for 
the Interview, and that under the clr 
cumstances any statements concern­ 
ing it must necessarily come from the 
W'klte House. 
It may be stated that during the 
conference the railroad men bore down 
strongly on the fact that the country 
v i i Just recovering from the ill ef 
feet* of the panic of two years ago 
and tbe agitation over the tariff, and 
that prosperity was returning, aud in 
consequence it would be disastrous 
not only to the railroads, but to busi­ 
ness generally, to bring on a long- 
drawnout fight over railroad matters. 
They urged that the situation bo al­ 
lowed to remain as It la for tbe pres­ 
ent, and that opportunity be given to 
business interests to recover from th* 
deprewslon which followed the panic 
and the tariff discussion 
Special stress was laid on the pro­ 
posed amendment to the interstate 
commerce lew. empowering the com­ 
mission to make physicist valuation of 
railroad*. In fact. It may lie said that 
practically every part of the program 
was subject to an objection from the 
railroad officials When they became 
convinced that the president was de­ 
termined to send in a message on the 
subject of railroad legislation they be­ 
gan filing protest against certain fea 
tores which they consider the most 
objectionable In the proposed program.

ROOTS FOR THE STOCK 


T hey A re Considered Best as Succulent 
and Supplem entary Feeds. 
The average farmer pays little or 
no attention to roots, 
but they are 
worthy of some attention, for they 
stand high as succulent and supple­ 
mentary feeds. I’ou carmot value root# 
.solely by the nutriment they contain. 
They ald iu digestion and assimilation 
of dry 
food and contribute to 
the 
healthfulness of all animals so fortu­ 
nate as to get them. 
If fruits are of 
value, if not n necessity, to 111**11. then 
roots ami grasses have a place In feed­ 
ing farm animals. 
Carrots may tie fed to horses and 
sheep, sugar beets and turnips to dry 
cattle and lambs, and dairy cattle and 
hogs relish them all. 
To 
withhold 
succulence, nature’s great provision for 
thrift ami health, is to lesson profits. 
Carrots are slightly harder to grow 
than beefs, but they are the best feed. 
Sow Hic h*hh1s in rows about tw o and 
one-half feet apart. 
The rows should 
be rldg**d slightly, as this facilitates 
their culture. 
It is better, perhaps, to 
sow rather thickly, so us to insure a 
good stand. 
When Uh* young plants 
are a 
few inches high 
harrow 
tile 
ground with a light harrow for weed 
destruction and for thinning purposes 
It will require only a hasty g o i n g over 
to put the carrot patch in shape to de­ 
stroy weeds and leave th** plants six 
to eight inches apart. 
A horse culti­ 
vator will complete the work. 
T he 
large stock varieties are. of course, to 
Im* preferred to tile fine grain- tile gar­ 
den kind. 
Turnips are cultivated In the same 
way, but they come Inter in the season 
Th** Swede variety should be select**!. 
Turnips may be sown broadcast, but 
for large yields the row method Is pre- 
feiT'*d. 
Mangels are grown with the 
least difficulty, but they are not so 
g«Mxl as carrots or turnip*. 
For sheep 
roots ar** almost Indispensable
